To carry Hteam and electricity 
from the engine house to the new 
building, a tunnel about three 
hundred feet in length, in which to 
lay or hang the pipes, is neceHwiry. 
It will extend from the middle of 
the old school l)uildiiig west to the 
(^reeii House, thence south to the 
north end of the new struciture. 
The excavation was begun scmie 
time ago, and this wCek the brick 
work was commen(M'd on. The 
tunnel will bo feet high by 4 feet 
in width. 

Another trench of about the same 
length is being dug, in which pipe 
will be laid which will carry the 
rain water from the new l)uildintf 
(« a (!intprn near the engine house, 
and can thus be utilized* for 
laundry piii poses.

sisters, Hilda H. aud t-5ertrude 
Kleischman, stopping al one of the 
mountain resorts al>ove W^aruers- 
ville, this t'ouuty, .Htart«<d out this 
forenoon for a day's miting over 
the mountains. Ten minutes lat<-r 
they were killed by the Lebanon 
Valley Kailroad. Their tiriver, 
Franklin Ilassler and his horse, 
were also killed, and the <'arriage 
cruslieil into fragments. The Misses 
l<''leischmaii, ajred W and 'i'i, were 
bookkeeiM'rs in a large business 
hous<* in Ilarrisburg. They ha<l 
be<<n to the seashore )iud had Itcen 
invited by u neighbor's family to 
spend a few days on the moun- 
tains. Their widowed mother, 
whom they supported, was visiting 
a son-in-law at Carlisle. 

The girls this morning meant to 
go over the mountain railroatis. 
doling Hasslitr, son of the hotel 
piopri(>tor, was engaged to di-ive 
them to the nearest, trolley station. 
They had to (moss the railroad 
track at Warnersville. The cross- 
ing has neither safety gate nor 
watchman. Just as they were on 
the tra<'k, a fast expiess, going 
ov(U' a mile a minute, crashed into 
them. Death was instantaneous for 
all. The driver was deaf, an<l did 
not hear the whistle or the ram- 
bling of the train. Owing to ob- 
structions they could not see the 
cars. The giils r«lied on the driv- 
er for safety.

hook it, draw it through the wiii- 
<Io\v, and there you are again. No 
hiinting for haiiimt>r, nails, screws, 
orsciew driver. Your hands are 
1Ih> tools you iieetl, and they are 
always with you. 

Another advantage of this device 
is in the way of ventilation and 
window cleaning during tlu' wint<>r. 
Every winter (ln>re are days when 
tli(< weather is comparatively mild, 
and, and when it would be a re- 
lief to b«> able to open the windows 
and ventilate t.he rooms thoroughly. 
With the old style of storm sash, 
nailed or screwed on, this is im- 
possible'. The only means of veiili- 
latioii being a few auger holes 
bored in the bottcnii of the sash, 
N^hieli :ii1ini(s of ail for ea<-h per- 
son.

Mr. S<>hro<>der holds patents on 
his hanger in the Vnited States and 
Canada. He manufiictures his in- 
veulioiis himself in St. Paul, Minn , 
and stdls direct tt» dealers or in- 
ilividiials. 

Mr. Schroeder is an excelli'iil il- 
lustration of what an education 



does for the deaf. Possibly (he 
fact of his th^afness has stimulated 
his inventive talents, as being sliul 
out from the world, he has had 
plenty of lime aud opportunity for 
qiiittt thought. He took a full 
coui-se in the Minuesolji School for 
the Deal al Faribault, Minn., and 
then pursued a special business 
cour.se in St. John's University, 
near St. Cloud, Minn.

They are good 
for some "aniediluvian " of llic 
future in case we have iinother 
Mood. The oral sysl.(Mii has its 
merits, and when taught iindiM' the 
coiiibiiKtd system produces all ne- 
cirssary practical and useful re- 
sults. Some years ago, Dr. Bell 
V(U'y diligenlly and zealously stu- 
died lh(' problem, also altenipted to 
invent' an apjiaratiis to make tin; 
d(^af hear, so as lo assist them to- 
wards oral spee(di. In this he fail- 
ed, but in its placit he inv«Miled the 
telejihone which bids fair to eiiiei 
Ihe (ileal combine and trust. 

In this same held, Thomas A. 
Kdisoii has bei-n working for years, 
but has not yet discovcMMl the 
original apparatus for- which Dr. 
Bell has so long made reseandi. It 
remains to this day an unsolved 
problem with Dr. Bell and Mr. 
Fdisoii r>ut the happy results 
s<Hight for have been discovered 
and successfully deiiionstruteil al 
the recent convention of the d(>af 
in St. Paul. The a|i|)aratus is a 
\i'\Y simple affair which resembles 
an ordinary desk telephone. 

It was inv»uil(«(l and perfected by 
a Mr. Hutchinson, of Broadway, 
New Vork, and to it he has given 
the irime " Akoiilallion." It will 
III* tli(f thing the world has Iiih-u 
looking for. The oral teacher of 
the deaf will b«^ very much assist- 
ed in her work wilh lliis instrn 
iiienl. 1( will be certainly the thing 
for tlM« (vnnbined system instructor. 

It will erfnite a revolution of Dr. 
Bell's tlieori((s on the <n*al system, 
and I beg leave to say of his theo- 
ries (d' marriage and here(lity. Dr. 
Bell is ag«fing fast. We have found 
many mistakes of Darwin, sinei^ 
his (lay. Tln^ medical s(diool and 
,\(iurig men in and out of the facul- 
ty at the present day in our Pni- 
ver-sity liav*,' also modern th(«ori((S 
and practi(!ai demorist rat ions on 
heredity, surgery and oilier things 
anent the deaf of which Dr. Bell 
never dn^ained. No legislalion 
can ever' be made so as to thorough- 
ly (!over' Dr. Bell's Iheoi-ies on mar- 
riage. Hence III! has wasted a 
great deal of eniMgy. When laws 
are made prohibiting marriage be- 
tween the deaf llnu'e will beadeliii 
god sitting in the Wliif(> House, 
and Roberts' rules of order and 
CongrcHs will be at the bolloni of 
Ihe sea. Ther«» will be no more 
toil and lalM>r or houses built by 
man's hands ; ys, Ihere will be a 
new Kden, when Dr. Bell's laws 
ar<« made.

Those of us who are so fortunate as 
to have t»een present at the former 
meetings take Ki"'<i^' interest in 
observiiiK the wonderftil proKreHs 
?nade. We t'nd that since we wen« 
last here slu^ has added an imun>nse 
numiter to her popidation, has 
harnesseil Niagara to her chariot, 
and, as the Klectric (.Jity, turns the 
countless wheels of her industries 
anil night into day by m<>ank< of the 
energy <liverled from thai stupen- 
dous <'ataraet. Now she beckons 
the nations of the new world (o her 
to celebrate the optMdng of a new 
century with a grand exhibition of 
one another's arts, nuinufactures 
and products. No doubt it will 
mark the opening of an era to her 
that will far surpass tlie present. 

'I'lie last convention hehi here 
was in IKilO, ami was one of the 
nntst i)le»iHant and successful in our 
hiHtory. Since then meetings have 
been held in New York, Utica, 
Syracuse, Saratoga, liochester and 
iiinghamlon, so that onr people in 
those parts of lln> Slate have in 
turn had a c<in vent ion at their 
doors, so now tliey will not giudge 
their Itrethren over in this Hection 
the same privilege. 

This is the twentieth convention 
of tin* association since its organiza- 
tion in Syracuse, thirty-four years 
ago. 'I'hroughonI all Ihesct years it 
has been the sole State organi/.a- 
tiun and one of the leading socie- 
ties of its kiinl in Ann^rica. It has 
Houglil consistf^nlly to fulfill its 
mission which is " to prcnnote the 
welfare of itn members and other

olose of one century and the open- 
ing of another, seems opportune for 
taking note of our present stand- 
ing and trying therefrom to sur- 
mise what the future has in store 
for us.

adiied to so much that a consider- 
able amount of red (ape will have 
to be unwound before this step can 
be etfected, but if the association 
rt>nuiins in t\w hands of capable 
oHieers a way will soon be found (o 
l)ring it about. 

It. alfoids the present boanl of 
managers much pleasure to dif^lri- 
bute among ycni the printed pro- 
ceedings of the last five conven- 
tions. Tl is proper to call attention 
to the grac'ious a<^t of Professor K. 
II. Currier, of the New York (Faii- 
wood) Institution, whi<'h brought 
this about ; he having olTered 10 
have i( done by his institution 
widiout cost to the assoeiation. 
This is entirely in keeping with 
the attitude which this institution 
and its otllcers have always main- 
taiiuMl toward I his a.ssociation and 
all work toward the advancement 
of lluMleaf. Ir. shows that this in- 
stitution is concerned with the wel- 
fare of its pupils in after life as 
well as while they aie under its 
<^are. In the woi k of arranging for 
this pnblication and carrying it 
(hrough, the association is un<lei 
obligation to Messrs. Fox and 
llodg.son for valuable assistance. 
The cost of the portraits of th(> for- 
mer presidents and present ollicers 
with which the book is end)cllislied, 
was defrayed by themselves ; the 
cut of ih«> convention group, by 
the associiation. 

The president wishes to ackiiow- 
ledgt^ his appreciation of the cordial 
cooperation of all of the board of 
managers in all measures under- 
taken. There are others also, (or- 
UH'r presidcuits or otticers of the 
association, who have shown their 
loyally and interest in their a.ssist- 
anee and suggestions when called 
upon.

I( seems singular that Mr. Ooilfrey, 
who wished to nujve resolutions of 
regret for Dr. Peet's <leatli last. 
winter, should him.self be men- 
tioned in the same (>onnection at 
this time. Such is the uncertain 
tenure of life ! 

Another loved and fandliar face 
is missed Irom our gatlwring — that 
of Dr. Thomas Oallaudet, whom 
advan<-itig years ami ill health in- 
<(apicitaie from being piesent. I 
have no doubt that our old frieinl 
would feel that we imicmd appre- 
ciate his past work in oui behalf, 
should we contribuli' r(>gularly aufl 
fi(M>ly toward the support of the 
(jallaudel Home for' Aged and In- 
firm Deaf-Muteo, which litvfuiinded 
and is the cherialied project of his 
life. 

Next year at (he International 
Kxp<»sition in Paris, a World's Con- 
giess of the Douf will be held on 
tint plan of that whi4>h met at our 
Columbian Exposition in Chicago, 
in IHitU.

The genius of the piesent houi is, 
however, directed .ilmost wholly 
toward industrial or professional 
pursuits. Here we find the deaf 
are quite keeping step in the pro- 
cession and some even near its 
head. There has been miu-h con- 
cern fell Ity those who train and 
educate till' young deaf, lest (hey 
might not be etpial to the changing 
and more exacting conditions that 
will confront them on leaving 
.school. Hut it seen>8 that < nr 
I'eople have the ability to meet and 
adapt themselves to any circum- 
stances. Often inventions in ii 
particular industry so change the 
condidons of that trade that many 
journeymen are thrown out of 
work, as has been the ease with (lit* 
(ype-setting nnn'hines in m.iny 
large cities. However, the deaf 
compositors in such eslablishmcnls 
have maimged to hold on all the 
same as operators of these mjicliines 
in,st.ead of handling (he eompo.sing 
s(ick. It has been so in shoe 
manufacturing and other trades. 

One of the Itesl patent lawyers in 
the Ui\it<'d States is deaf, as is ttie 
chemist in a great sugar factory ; 
others are archifei'ts, bjnik»'rs, in 
suraiici^ agents, editors of news- 
papers for the general public, law 
yers, ctnitractors, nukuufactureis, 
piocess ami wood engravers, pro- 
fessors in schools and even princi 
pals, accountants, tjuife a nun»- 
ber fill or have filled positions of 
trust and .idministralion as collect- 
ors of (axes, jtostmastei's, town and 
county clerks, etc. It is seen that 
the^e is hardly any pursuit in 
whii'h one or several deaf persons 
has not. achieved success in spile 
of what would ordinarily Ite con- 
sidered insurmountable obstacles 
Not that our pcojth' as a rule 
pick out the liiirher and more dif- 
ficult callings, but that in pi-opor- 
tion to their whole number, as 
many follow the higher walks of 
life as do a like proportion of the 
hearing. 

In looking for the factors of the 
suc(M>ss of the deaf, we find the autre 
important -are the good instruction 
and training that they almost 
invarialily rec<>ive in the state 
Institutions maintained for their 
benefit. In nearly all the state 
schools manual trainintr receives 
important aKention, and while it is 
imparleil in conjunction with one 
trade or another, it is usually so 
thorough that a Kradnate of any of 
thtsse schottls can in a short tin»(> 
master almost any ittliei- trade to 
which he applies himself. Our 
people themselves often do uitt 
realize this. They dit not ap- 
preciate that the habits of obedi- 
ence, steadiness at work, self- 
I'ontrol and manual dexterity, the 
more im|tor(an( i|uali(ies ttf the 
first class workman, weie acquired 
in the institudon sintp. So admir- 
able is the moral, mental :ind 
manual training imparted in these 
schools, that in a number of 
instances fh(> d«*af graduates have 
pntved ntori capable and intelligent 
than Iheii- own heating brothers 
and sisters, and havi> assumed (be 
chief burden of supjiortltig t.heir 
families. The institutions do itot 
do as much km they might in the 
way (tf nninual ediu-ation fiom la«'k 
(tf means for that purposiv It is 
hitped that more liber.il appropiia- 
tions by (he sla(e will enable (hem 
to remedy (he shortO(tminir in this 
direction. 

The present is a period of transi- 
tion almost everywhere, and it is 
necessary for (tur people to stiniy 
••arefully the new developments. 
For instance, the rapid increase in 
population and therefore iit num- 
itei of workers, and the continual 
ttpii|i«arance of lalair saving ma- 
chines, must make it more and 
more difiicult for all to find 
work. Therefore the deaf wlnt en- 
joy sieaily entployment, should l)e 
very carefid about htsing it of their 
own act. It is also less advisable 
than ever f«tr them to attempt tit 
set ujt for fhem,selves indeitendent- 
ly in any kind of bnsine.s.s, when 
all branches of (fade are being 
conducted Ity great aggregal ions «tf 
capital undei those who have tte- 



veloped a genius for the work, so 
that the ordinary small eoncerns 
have hanlly a chance of existence. 
Agricultural pursuits have perhaps 
a (tetter prospect than others, as 
the variitus kinds of canniitg ami 
milk factories insure the grower a 
sure and ready market for his crops. 
The great increase in city popula- 
tiitns al.so inci-eases the dennind for 
what, were formerly coiisidered the 
minor products of the farm, as ber- 
ries, eggs and vegetables. A farm- 
er who takes pains to raise the 
choicest <tf every kind of fiuit and 
produce, would have no difliculty in 
getting high prices ami quick sales 
for his goods. But even here the 
more ready money at hand for 
working expenses, etc., the greater 
would lie th<^ advantage. Neidier 
wouUI it be safe t.<t .'itlempt an in- 
dependent effort in this line with- 
out a thorough previous training. 
Statistics in the possessictn of the 
association, which are constantly 
being added to, show that our 
people contribute a quite aiiprccia- 
ble portion to the wealth-making 
of the state. They earn all the 
way from $'2,500 Ryeiwfo.^C. or *7 
piM- week. Mo.'^t are journeymen at 
their trailes or skilled factory 
operatives. They are heads of 
fantilies anntng which it is h.ard (o 
find the deafness transmitted. 
From a study of the forejioinir fads 
it w«tidd apjteai that lh«« present 
holds out to us the promise of a 
successful future, ami du' deaf will 
be no mitre disc«tncerted by the 
develoitmeiK to (^<tme than they 
have lieen. As hmg as their train- 
ing and education are ke[tt up to 
date, there need be little to fear.

Mr. Dantzer of the Committee on 
Statistics reported as fttllows : 

STATISTICS. 

" 1 cannot say that I have made 
much progress in coUei'ting statistics 
of the deaf in the Slate. Moreover 
my ad.eniion has been paid only to 
those lesiding within the F.piscopal 
Dioceses of Central New York and 
Western New York, where. ;is you 
all know, 1 have (he hoiutr of act- 
ing a.'^ spiritual father to the ileaf. 
Outside of this field I am nit( aware 
that any attempt has been m.tde 
to collect .statistics. 

" I'hus far 1 have secuivd (>.'<.') re- 
cords, of (hese '■)'.\ are dealh lecords, 
and ;IT have remov(>d from my field. 

" 1 don't intend this year to give 
any details fntin these reeortls. 
Uut 1 feel if wttuld l>e well lo give 
a resume of flu- deaths. 

" Dining di(> past year, I have 
learneil of only 14 deaths, and v(>r\ 
few deaths aimtng the deaf in my 
fitdd cituld possibly escape me. 
The ages and causes of tleath when 
known ai-e as follows : 87, 83 and 
SO years, all of old age ; TO, of grip 
and hoait failure; two of (18, ilis- 
etuse not given ; 42, c<tusuinpti<tn ;

THK PKKT MEMttKIAK SESSION. 

The til St lijilf of the afternoon 
session was devoted to rtMiiarks 
upon (he late Dr. Isaac Lewis Peet, 
Principal Emeritus of the New 
Yoik Institution, and for itver 
thirty yejirs an Honorary Mendier 
of die Association. 

Mr. Fox : — In coiisidciiii^ die 
career of our departeil teacher and 
friend. Dr. Isaac Lewis Peet, there 
is one phrase of his character that 
appeals very strongly to u.s who 
knew him. He exhibited the .same 
interest in us out of school as he 
dill as a teacher, and this interest 
he showed very strongly in his re- 
cognition of (he (leaf in the social 
amenities of life. Whenever ikere 
was a reception of , -my kiiul given 
at his home, "the deaf were present 
on an equal fooling with his ini- 
uierous hearinji' friends. And we 
must ackmtwledi-e this regard for 
the deaf is nfit shown by many at 
the present time holding hiuh posi- 
tions anil who claim a deep in- 
terest in our welfare In a general 
natheiinii, the ileaf receive a few 
(•rumbs of recognition and are then 
fori;(i((eii. .Vmoiii: the old time 
teaHiers things weie different ; 
they lH^garded themselves almost 
as being deaf, and felt grieved vhen 
Ihey were not .so considered in a'l 
t Itiiiiis feladng to the deaf. .\ few 
such characters are still among us, 
but their number is gradually de- 
creasing as the old line of teachers 
pass over to the givat majority. 

Annther phase of Dr. i*cel'.-< 
charac((>r we all recall, is his liber- 
ality ill assisting those who were in 
need of .liil. I and many others 
can attest (o his generiosily to- 
wai-ds the deaf ; whenever there 
was a call for aid, his name headed 
the list always. He died poor be- 
cause he thought more of othei"s 
than of him.self. His dioiightfiil- 
ness ■•uid kindness of heart towards 
others was only equalled by a 
natural eourtcsj' and genlleuess 
dull won him the love of all who 
came in contact with him, and es- 
pecially that of those who knew 
iiim intimately as teacher or princi- 
pal. 

The deej> sincerity of his attach- 
ment to the d«>af was never more 
strikingly observed than at his last 
jniblic appearance among them. 
Though it was in the dead of win- 
ter and a terribly cold night, lame 
iind feeble as he was. he came a 
long distance lo join with the deaf 
of New York in lionoring the mem- 
ory of Thomas Hopkins (Tallaudel. 
Dying, he left to die deaf from 
his slender means, a legacy that 
further attests his sincerity — the 
Peet fund for the (iallaudel Home 
for Deaf-Mutes. His funeral at 
the New Ytirk In.stitution was a til- 
ting lesdmouy lo his disdcgnisheti 
qualities as a man and a tea»k<M- 
of the deaf. The large audience 
in attendance, many of whom were 
graduates of other schools than 
Fanwood, attested to the fad that 
(he deaf IovihI him, as he loved the 
deaf, quietly and sinceindy We 
coulil wish we had many more such 
friends, but the present generation 
is not likely lo produce many who 
have the welfai-*^ of the deaf so 
much at hear( as had Di. Peet. In 
his dealh vve iiave lost one whose 
claim on our gratitude will remain 
fon>ver. 

Mr. HowisoN : Dr. Isiiac Lewis 
Peet. was one of the most kind- 
hearted men T have ever known. 
He was also one of the most 
scholarly.- His life work was 
ainonj; deaf mutes, and its object 
the elevation of deaf-mutes. He 
was not one of llnvse who "sweat 
for hiie." His labor was to him 
one of all-absorbing inteie.st and 
love. His rare genllene.sN and 
courtesy was not stiulieil for efTecl 
nor practisetl on iinportant im-- 
casiou>, but went out spontaneous- 
ly to all — the rich and the poor, the 
lowly'and (he gnml, to the lutmely 
or the handsome, in childliiMid or 
manhiHtd- -always exhibiting an 
extra tenderness towards those who 
were deaf. His work as an edu- 
cator was :» success, ami to-day 
hundreds of deaf mutes hold his 
memory in the deepest iH>verence 
ami love. He mingled with the 
deaf as one of themselves ; he took 
an interest in their lives, jipplaiided 
lluMr succes,ses, list»>neil to (heir 
troubles, wept for their sorrows, 
g.ave (hem the benefit of his 
counsel, and. to jhe nee<l.V, the 
substantial assistance that lh»>ir 
condilion required. Hy his death, 
tln> deaf have lost a great, a (rue, a 
helpful find a loving friend. We 
sorrow for his loss, but he has gone 
to his reward. The joy is his ; the 



grief is oui-s. We will never see 
his like again. 

Mh. Pach : Dr. Peel was my 
friend from the lime I liecame deaf 
till the day he died. When I first 
became deaf, I thought there >v(>re 
probably two or three othei deaf 
people in the world. I fell that 
life was not worth living. I went 
to Fanwood, met Dr. Peet, and he 
so impressed me that I .sorrowed no 
more for the lo.ss of hearing. He 
was like a father to me. When I 
showed a little sentiment towards 
the girl.s, he told me 1 must wait 
till I leave school befitiv I begin my 
love-making. The la.st time I met 
Dr. Peet was .at the (iallandet An- 
niversary celebration. He was ac- 
compani<Hl by his daughter, Hes*>ie, 
and had journeyed a lontf way on a 
stormy night to be present. He 
seemed very weak, and lit me it 
ajtpeared he had not long to live. 
Hut he showed the .same spirit 
among the d»'af on that occa-sioii, 
as he did when Princi |tal at Fan- 
wood, when he often became so 
absorbed in his work as to forget 
his meals. 

Mr. .1. U. Lloyd told ol i rlass- 
room expel ieiice. One day Dr. 
Peet entered the room of the First 
Class. They were at their geo- 
graphy lesson. Dr. Peel talked lo 
the teiudier a moment, then turned 
to die class, and in his genial, smil- 
ing way, asked if all knew their 
lesson. They expected some kind 
of a treat lor their faithfulness, 
and every one pronnttly answered, 
"Yes " 1I»> told them to put away 
their tiooks which all did with 
cheerful alacrity. Then he began, 
lo their chagrin, to question diem 
(tn the sillily; with the result that 
none of them were found prepared. 
This was a lessmi lo all, and iIumv- 
atter none of I hem neglected tlieii 
studies

the capacities of all the pupils and 
eni'ourjiged each to do his best. 
When imposed upon, he was very 
angry. But people often im|Mtsed 
<tn him and he did not know it. 
They came lo him and talked, and 
took up his valuable time, so that 
he had to make up for it.s loss by 
witrking later. His personality 
was univer.sjilly appreciated. Schol- 
ars and statesmen found in him the 
most interesting of men. In his 
work foi- deaf-mutes, he never 
Ihoughl of time. It was coustani 
,niil unceasing. WhiMi others 
thoiiuht of rest and recreation, he 
worked right on.
